Including eight in Brno, two in the Jesenicky 
Mountains and one near Tatranska Lomnica (Q50/569 )o The Kralovo Pole plant is 
surrounded by a wooden fence. Plant security Is maintained by a uniformed 
plant guard of about 30 men armed with pistols and a roving night patrol of 
three men. The factory militia consists of about 80 men armed with submachine 
guns, pistols and rifles. The fire brigade numbers 20 men. Ihiderground air 
raid shelters were built to the north of the plant under the German oeci^ation.

The Gott\Js.ld Works in ICralovo Pole prodTices railroad and highway bridges, mobile 
cranes, towers for oil wells, and some woodworking pot-jer tools. Artillery shells 
were produced at toe plant during Vorld War II, The plant lacks space and un- 
skilled labor, and suffers frw a shortage of steel and ncai-ferrous metals. 
Because of the failure of the tool shop to deliver s)ifficiont equipment to toe 
production shops, the plant fulfilled its quota only to about 80 percent during
